Big  News  . . . 

Dear  Editor: 

Your  headline  of  Jan.  31  was 
magnified  to  an  extent  that 
makes  me  wonder  if  the  local 
papers  haven’t  been  missing 
some  good  news  copy  by  fail- 
ing to  exploit  the  wrath  of  BYU 
students  who  consistently  pay 
for  violating  city  traffic  regu- 
lations. 

The  “negligence”  charge,  pub- 
licly filed  against  the  Traffic 
Office  by  a few  misinformed 
students,  appears  to  have  been 
fathered  by  ignorance  and  nur- 
tured by  individual  rationaliza- 
tions. The  sub-captions:  “Offen- 1 
ders  not  told  of  appeal,”  should 
have  read:  “Offender  Forget 
Signing  Traffic  Application.” 

Every  student  receiving  an 
automobile  sticker  signs  the  fol- 
lowing: 

(Quoted  verbatim  from  the 
Traffic  Regulation  Application) 

“1.  That  he  (or  she)  has  read 
and  is  familiar  with  the  provis- 
ions of  the  University  traffic 
code  and, 

2.  That  he  (or  she)  will  up- 
hold and  abide  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  said  traffic 
code  to  the  best  of  his  (or  her) 
ability.” 

If  these  individuals  do  not 
possess  the  mental  ability  to 
understand  or  remember  what 
they  have  read  concerning  traf- 
fic regulations,  then  perhaps 
they  can  be  excused. 

Along  with  each  Traffic  Reg- 
istration Application,  a blue 
sheet  of  BYU  Traffic  Regula- 
tions is  issued.  Our  disgruntled 
offenders  must  have  been  among 
those  who  deposited  the  blue 
sheet  on  the  Fieldhouse  bleach- 
ers on  registration  day  or  they 
would  be  familiar  with  para- 
graphs 8 and  9 which  outline, 
in  the  simplest  details,  the  pro- 
cedure for  making  an  appeal. 

To  suppose  that  our  Traffic 


Department  would  be  dictatorial 
enough  to  impose  regulations 
with  no  avenue  for  appeal  is 
the  heigh th  of  naivete.  The  fact 
that  over  4,000  tickets  have  been 
issued  since  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  is  added  evidence 
that  few  students  have  been  too 
dissatisfied  or  falsely  accused  or 
this  situation  would  have  been 
brought  to  our  attention  before. 

Most  of  us  minimize  the  traf- 
fic problem  on  campus,  but 
should  be  thankful  that  we  will 
probably  not  witness  the  inevi- 
table time  when  students  own- 
ing cars  will  be  prohibited  from 
bringing  them  either  on  the 
campus  or  in  the  City  of  Provo 
while  they  are  attending  school. 
This  plan  has  been  adopted  at 
several  large  universities  thru- 
out  the  nation. 

I know  of  no  public  or  private 
parking  facility  that  guarantees 
immunity  against  petty  thievery. 
The  only  condolence  I can  of- 
fer to  the  poor  lad  who  lost  his 
hub  caps,  is  that  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  us  take  the  same  risk 
when  we  park  our  ear  anywhere. 

Personal  experience  with  the 
Traffic  Department  has  proven 
to  me  that  they  exist  for  our 
benefit  and  are  sincerely  con- 
cerned with  our  traffic  prob- 
lems. Certainly  we  owe  it  to 
ourselves  and  our  university  to 
minimize  the  publicity  on  the 
weak  points  of  their  service. 
Only  by  encouraged  support  can 
they  effectively  insure  satisfac- 
tion for  everyone.
